
MARATHON’S HARD JOURNEY 

MEETS A REMARKABLE SERIES OF OBSTRUC- 
TIONS, BUT WINS LIKE A GOOD HORSE. 



Falcada Runs a Fast Mile and Defeats Question 
Mark — Accountant Given to the New 
York Breeding Bureau. 



New York, .Inly 0. — An .iverage crowd was on 
hand at Brighton Beach today to see a gootl. hut 
somewhat depleted card of six races run off. Mara- 
thon, the winner of the third race at 1 to S, was 
the second shortest -priced hors<“ that has startetl 
here this season. In line with the (Kids, the Mart- 
agon four-year-old was iiml liad to he ininieasure- 
ahly superior to his opiMUients to survive the ex- 
traordinary .series of happenings which attended 
him from the outset. To he almost crowded over 
to tile fence at the start, thrown to his knees hy 
a careening opiKinent a moment afterwards, then 
compelled to jump clear over a prostrate animal a 
little further on to obtain clear siiiling and then 
successfully spreadeagle his opponents, was a 
feat such as is not often witnessed. This is just 
what .Marathon did. however, and establishing a pre- 
cedent in the matter of qualilications ne<'essary to 
constitute a genuine 1 to K» .shot on the turf. 

The chief racing feature was the fourth race, at 
<aie mile, imalehsl after the famous Brighton Mile. 
Sii|>erIor-chiss three-year-olds were engaged, including 
Falcada, QiH‘stion Mark. Idve MTre, Great I’irate 
and Sir ('leges. The start of the race was only a 
few yards fnnu the short first turn. Tliis is proii- 
ably the most ticklish starting point on any track 
in the country, on account of its close proximity 
to this dangerous first turn. The entire (juintette 
were oti tlndr bad behavior. Question Mark, the 
favorite, was severely kicked liy Falcada. which, 
with Lee’s injudicious pai-emaking. combined to de- 
feat him. Fak'ada received unusually heavy .sup- 
jiort atid, ridden to perfection by Kddle Dugan. w<ai 
from a lietter horse in flat. But for a fraction 

of a shade of (aids favorites i-aptured five out of the 
six races, and, witii Falcada, a second clKiice and 
the medium of a corsiderable coup, tlie layers must 
have exiHiTienced a had day of it financiaJI.v. 

The weather was cloudy and cool and the tr.tck 
waa fast.

Referring to the present 
anti-racing agitation in his own slate tlie senator 
said that a little timely and honest endeavor was all 
that was needed to safeguard the thoroughbred 
siKirt. ‘•'I'hese bigoteil so-<*alIed reformers and tres- 
passers on iieoide's lilierties will lie lieaten at tiir- 
Isills this fall. Besides.” ho continued, ‘•('aliforni 
Jins are seiisiiile of tlie tremendous material benefits 
that accrue to their state by reastm of the yearly 
influx of lO.onO or more eastern visitors, wlio come 
there every winter to enjoy tlie winter racing at 
Gakliind and Los .Vngeles. Now, with next winter's 
alluring prospwt of higlier class racing than ever 
iM'fore by a lot of famous stake horses, and the re- 
sultant enormously increased eastern turf patronage, 
the moneyed kind, what chance have these narrow- 
mindeil inilieciles to crusli tlie la-st of all outdoor 
sports. Why, all the promotion committees on tlie 
I'acitic Coast put together do not accomplish a 
li-nth as much in the way of advertising California 
as its racing enterprises. Flirt lieniiore, our people 
owe It to tliemselves as well as to tlie r-ountry at 
large to make a determined stand at this critical 
juncture to retain our personal lilierties. 1 have 
just joined your 1‘ersoiial Litn-rty League and am 
proud to wear the button of tneniliership. 1 lielieve 
it is destined to work wonders in the near future. 
It’s a great and timely movement.”

.Mr. Corrigan. "Racing is not entirely dead in Lids 
<'onntry, tlie tide of sentiment has already la-gun 
fo turn ami there are lietter and brigliter days ahead 
f ir the sjKirt.”

NEIV DATE ARRANGEMENTS CONCLUDED. 

Grand Jury Investigation Making Progress — Big 
Race for Saturday. 



New York, July 9. — ,\t a meeting of the rep- 
resentatives of the Saratoga and Empire (Mty 
racing associations and tlie State Racing Com- 
mission, held at the Rrightoii Beach track this 
afternoon, it was decided to rearrange their 
ri>«pective racing dates so as to have a conflict 
of but oue day between Saratoga and Em- 
pire City this season. The Saratoga meeting 
will open July SO, and continue until Saturday. 
.Vugnst l.S, thus making the meeting one of fif- 
teen days’ duration. Empire City will oi>eii August 
L'l, and run until August 28. twelve days. By 
this arrangement Empire City losses four days and 
Saratoga seven days. The agreement was miitnal 
and the Brighton Beach Kacing Assix-iation offered 
its track to the Empire Cit.v management free of 
charge with a view to saving the horsemen the 
extra exiiense of transixirtation to tlie Empire City 
track. General manager Winn, on behalf of Em- 
pire Cit.v. accepted and the meeting will lie run off 
at Brighton Beach. 

Nothing was said about the short meetings at 
the Brigliton Beach and Yonkers tracks in the fail, 
ami it is probable that Imlh will be abandoned and 
the dates given to Janiab-ji and Aqueduct. The 
Empire City program provides for tlie rnnniug of 
one stake each da.v. llic big feature will 

prohahl.v lie th-elded on the ojs'uing day in order to 
give proper eclat to the occasion. 

It is aniiuiineed that the Trident Handicap, to he 
decided here on Saturda.v, will bring out a great 
field. It has alread.v attracted the entry of Pris- 
eillian. Hessian, Question Mark, Frank Gill, Run- 
ning Water, Rig Chief. Old Honesty, Gold Lady and 
Brother Jonatlian. These horses at a mile and a 
quarter should furnish a great struggle. 

The Kings count.v graml jury in Bnxikl.vn exam- 
ined witnesst-s today as to alleged violations of the 
new racing law with particular reference to es- 
tahlishing. if iiossible, a conneetion between the 
lietting ring and the racing assix-iation. Among tlic 
witnesses examined were .Michael Curry, Edward 
Waugh and Josi-ph Rydcll, who are said to be em- 
jiloyed as messengers liy John G. Cavanagh, super- 
intendent of tlie Ix'tting ring. What testimony they 
furnished on that siihj<>ct could not ixi aseertained. 
but it was .said that indictments would be lianded 
ui> tomorrow in the comity court. 

Charles A. Hart, who was arrested at the Sliecps- 
head Ra.v track on Monda.v by deimty sheriffs George 
A. Owen and Charles 1). Kendall, for making a 
dinner bet with Joseph A. Noonan, was discharged 
today by ixdice magistrate Tighe In the Brooklyn 
fiolice Court, .\cting District Attorne.v Elder made 
it known that he did not want to jirosecute Hart, 
as he regardeil the arrest as ill-advised. 

Mr. Elder intimates plaiiil.v that he believes the 
lioliee and the sheriff are very, liix in enforcing the 
law. It is known that Mr. Elder has been in 
eommnuication dall.v over the long-distance telephone 
with the governor about tlie condition of affairs at 
the race .tracks. He gives it as his opinion that 
either the police or the sheriff ean suppress betting 
at the track within five minutes’ time if they wish 



LIBERTYITES AFTER SENATOR AGNEW. 

New York. July 1). — Ixmis Cardan!, the former 
Repuhliean alderman, who is at the head of tlie 
Dei-sonal Liberty movement in Senator Agnew’s 
disD'iet, received several hundred applications for 
memhership from persons of all political creeds 
who have not the remotest connection with racing. 
-Mr. Cardani liolievcs it will be possible to enroll 
four or five thousand members In the district of the 
senatorial s|Muisor of Governor Hughes’ measures 
lung liefore voting time next November. The Repub- 
licans of .Vgnew's district regard tliat able states- 
man's repudiation of Hughes after his return from 
tlie Chicago convention as evidence of a desire to get 
Jn the liand wagon. But the rank and file of 
’.Vgnew’s party are in favor of racing and they ar,? 
not dis{K)sed to look kindly upon his iiolitical pre- 
tensions. 

E. W. Sdieffer, a life-long Republican, Is aiding 
the Elks ill organizing the Personal Lilx-rty Ix-agne 
on Staten Island, and lie is getting much help from 
tlie Islanders of all iHiIith-al parties. 

BAD RACING CONDITIONS AT DENVER. 

Denver, Col.. July 9. — Yesterday the Supreme 
Court of Colorado refused to i.ssiie a siqiersedeas to 
restrain the carrying out of the lower court’s ver- 
dict against race track lielling. This has effectually 
prevented any more racing at Overland Park. Tli’e. 
game is lieing condiietesl at I.ittleton, whieh is over 
tlie line in an-itlier county, where the oUieers have 
not interfered with lietting. It is fur from good 
biiort and will not last lung.

enld, agreed to Hie transfer and tlio .State llacing 
Commission Is to Ik' asked to sanction the cliaiige. 

The Empire City Bacing Assix-iation decided soijie 
time ago to run off all Hie valuable stake events 
arranged for last winter. Tltis was done after tlie 
Ilart-Agncw bill was passed liy the legislature and 
in spite of the fact that (lie Yonkers track, having 
made no money to speak of last season, did not liavc 
a reserve fund with whicli to make up laissibie 
losses. .As the horsemen wlio intend to take part 
In Hie Empire City ittceHiig stalile at Gravesend. 
Sheoiishead Bay, Brighton and Belmont Park, and 
as the stable room at the A’onkers track 1s rather 
limited, it is Imt natural for Hicse owners of Hior- 
oiightireds to agitate a change of scene from West- 
chester to the Beacli. According to the racing laws 
a track may transfer a inerting to some oilier race 
(amrse in ca.se of tire or “for other reasons,’’ and 
ft« the Empire Cit.v people liave no idea of per- 
manently aliandoning tlieir plant in A'onkers. imt 
wish to coiiinly witli the ilemninis of tiie horscnien. 
there seems to lie no gcKsl reason wliy the projected 
change slioiild not tic made. Tlie tiansjMirlalion 
facilities to tlie A’onkers track arc still inadequate 
and cannoi lie l•onlpa^ed to the improved Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit aci-oniiiiiMiutious tor patrons of Hie 
track by the sea.
